Electricity restored to nuclear 
submarine base — at gunpoint 


MOSCOW (AP) — It's the sort thing many a 
beleaguered bill-payer has probably dreamed of 
doing — getting a gvtn and making the electric com: 
pony turn the bower bock on. 

Russia’s Northern Fleet sent heavily 'armed pilots 
to do just thot oftcr the power was cut to one. of its 
nuclear submarine bases, saying it had to act to pre- 
vent an "emergency’’ situation. 

This week’s ‘|power struggle" was but the latest in 
a series of similar Incidents nationwide, reflecting 
just how cash-strapped Russia’s military has become 
since the 1991 Soviet collapse.

Forces, which control Russia’s intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles, and a base used for space launches 
both had their electricity cut off in the past yeor 
because of overdue bills. 

State electric companies even cut power to n flight 
control center in southern Russia lost year while 
dozens of planes, including President Yeltsin's, were 
in the air. 

The military newspaper, Krasnaya Zvezda (Red 
Star), ran on outraged story on its front page Friday 
saying Russia's strategic forces arc so desperate for 
c^sh that they hire out soldiers for menial work like 
digging potatoes. i 


As a result, it said, some nuclear missile sites arc 
so short-handed that. crews often work double shifts, 
spending 18 days at a stretch at their underground 
posts instead of nine. 

News reports said power was cut off,to the 
Northern Fleet several times oyer the past few days, 
leaving several aging subs without outside power. 
The o.n-board cooling system on one failed and its 
reactors were, in danger of overheoting, aijcording to 
the reports. 

TTie navy later hotly denied there was any danger 
of a nuclear accideilL

Batt, DEQ chief view 
Box Canyon from air

BUHL - A prominent fish farm develop- 
er who can’t get a water discharge permit 
from the state treated a couple of influential 
officials to a helicopter tour of his land 
Friday morning. 

Idaho Gov. Phil Balt and Wally Cory, 
the state ' Division of Envionmental 
Quality’s top administrator, got a bird’s- 
.cyc view of Box Canyon aboard a heli- 
copter chartered by Boise developer Earl 
Hardy. Also aboard were Hardy’s attorney. 
Bill Ringcrt, and Boise businessman Bill 
Campbell - who is a friend of both Ban 
and Hardy. 

Hardy, who is a major player in the fish 
farming industry, owns almost all of the 
land in Box Canyon. Water for his pro- 
posed fish hatchery would coine fhsm Box 
Canyon Spring, which' is the- largest unde- 
veloped spring in the Thousand Springs 
am. 

-’We wanted the governor to sec first- 
hand what’s Jnvolvcd in Box Canyon." 
'RTngort saidlaftcr the groujp returned to, 
Boise; ' . 

Local conservationists were outipgcd at 
Friday’s visit by Batt and Cory. 

'Tliis is completely disingenuous. If the 
mandate in Noverhber was for ro-cstablish- 
ing the old boys network, then I misread 
the election,” said Ned Swisher, of the 
Hagcrman Valley Citizen’s Alert. 

“My impression is that Hardy is seeking 
0 political remedy to his problem, because 
he certainly can’t get (a permit) on the mer- 
its,” added Randall Morgan, who lives on 
the opposite side of the Snake River from 
Box Canyon, about a half-mile upstream 
from the canyon's mouth. 

“The Middle Snake River is the major 
watcr-K)uality issue in the state, and this is a 
very loaded situation,” Morgan continued. 
“What this- says is that Mr. Hardy counts 
and we don't. 

■“But if you look at the record, we’ve 
been in on this as long as he has - and he’s 
an out-of-area developer who do.csn’i have 
to live with the results. We do." - 

Neither Hardy nor Batt nor Cory could 
be reached for comment Friday. 


“The governor is looking at all sides of 
the issue,” said Batt spokeswoman Julie 
Pipal, who described the outing as a “fact- 
finding visit.” Hardy’s company, Idaho 
Trout Processors, paid for the helicopter 
tour. 

Hardy bought the land at Box Canyon in 
1969, Ringcrt said, but his efforts to build 
one of America's largest fish farms have 
never been popular with Idaho conserva- 
tionists. 

Water quality specialists with the DEQ 
also don’t sec cyc-to-cyc with Hardy. 

In 1992, the- agency denied a crucial 
water-discharge permit for Hardy’s hatch- 
cry. It was the first time the DEQ had ever 
denied a discharge permit. 

Hardy appealed, but a hearing officer 
appointed by the Idaho Health and Welfare 
Board affirmed the DEQ's decision. Hardy 
then appealed to the board itself, which 
oversees DEQ operations. 

The Health and Welfare Board affirmed 
the denial on a 4-3 vote. 

Hardy then filed suit in the stale’s 4th 
Judicial District, but the matter hasn’t been 
heard in court. In the meantime, he has 
been talking with tltc DEQ. 

“We're in litigation, and I think wc'rc 
entitled to try to settle this litigation,” 
Ringcrt said: “I see no reason why we can't 
mokcan effort to settle a lawsuit.” < 

The Box Canyon issue is a compelling- 
one for conservationists such os Swisher 
and Morgan. The spring is the 1 1th largest 
in the nation and its clean, cold water is a 
major rejuvenating force on the Middle 
Sn^e - which doesn’t meet state or federal 
water-quality standards. 

Fish hatcheries ore major contributors of 
“nutrient^’ - basically pollutants - to the 
river, so using Box Canyon Spring for fish 
propagation would be a serious blow to 
water quality in the Middle Snake. 

“The river cannot handle any additional 
nutrients,” ^.aid Mike McMasters, DEQ's 
regional prevention and certification super- 
visor in Twin Falls. 

- Ringcrt won’t divulge what Hardy and 
the DEQ have been Calking about, but 
Swisher and Morgan ore confident the cen- 
terpiece of any agreement would be retire- 
ment of scvcriil existing fish farms.

November 1 993. He filed the suit lo 
itioke official through a court order 
their joint legal and shored physical 
custody, according to Ada County 
court documents. 

■I The woman previously filed a 
-domestic-violence claim against ihe 
girl’s father-on behalf of herself and 
their child in July 1993. That claim is 
part of the custody file but is not pub- 
• lie; a month earlier, the court dis- 
missed the woman’s second lawsuit 
aisking for sole legal and physical cus- 
tody of their dau^ier, os well as child 
support' and medical insurance for the 
girl. 

Last November, the woman noticed

The woman contacted the Twin 
Falls Health and 'Welfare, but before a 
local police ofTicer interviewed the 
girl as arranged, the case was 
switched to the Boise-arca regional 
office because the alleged abuse hap- 
pened in Ada County, she said. 

. In Boise,- an Ada County defective 
and on interviewer from the Children 
At-Risk Evaluation Services told the 
woman there were “numerous red 
fiags" suggested her daughter was 
being physically and sexually abused 
by her father, the notice says. They 
suggested the girl see a counselor. , 

Repeated attempts by the woman to 
get the Boise-orca Health and Welfare 
office to investigate the abuse failed, 
the notice says. 

Also, two emergency complaints 
filed by counselor Ann McNcvin of 
Jerome also went unanswered, 
acco'rding to the notice. *• 

A request for a hearing before the 
Bolse-orea office’s board to. contest its 
purported policy of not getting 
involved in custody battles was 
denied in March, the notice says: 


In Februoiy, the girl’s father under- 
went a lic-detcctor test, which showed 
he was not being deceptive oboul his 
denials of sexual contact with his 
daughter, according to custody-dis- 
pute documents in Boise. 

An affidavit from the fother filed in 
March as part of the custody-dispute 
file says he believes the womaai^ tiy- 
ing to alienate their daughter from 
him. 

Under the terms of the protection 
order, the father cannot have any con- 
tact with the girl except during a psy- 
chologist’s home-study examination 
.ordered in April by a Boise court os 
port of the custody suit The psycholo- 
gist is supposed to look into the abuse 
claims. 

The Twin Falls woman said the 
Boisc-arca Health and Welfiuc office 
isn’t goin^ to admit it was wrong for 
not invcsti^ting.

She will be eligible for probotion 
after ISO days at the women's prison 
in Pocatello. 

Allred and her sister Margie 
Binghomm. 28, who lives in 
Trcmonion, Utah, testified 
Thursday they had been obused ond 
beaten 4y- their fother when they 
were growing up.' Allred said she 
had been beoten at least once a 
week from when she was 5 years 


old until' she left her parents house 
ot 17. 

But her father Robert Anrcdi~58. 
who lives in Snowvilic, Utah, said by 
telephone Friday he never beat any of 
.his nine children. Two of his other 
daughters, Jolene Scheid. 39, in 
Colorado, and Denise Peterson, 21, 
in Utah, backed him up. staling he 
never physically abuited nis children. 

“I think tliat Laurie is looking for a 
.scapegoat rather than owning up to 
what she did. ... I don’t know what 
she’s doing, but it’s at my family's 
expense,” Scheid said. 

“My dad is not a monster. He’s 
truly not," she said. 

Peterson said she thought her sister 
Laurie Aiired mode up the obuse story 
to get out of going to prison. Her 
father disciplined his children, but 
they deservM it, Peterson said. It was 
never o beating,' she said. 

“1 was raised fine. I love my parents 
and can’t say a bad tiring about them,” 
Peterson said. 

Robert Allred said he showed up at 
his daughter's sentencing. But she 


acted it.s if he wa.sn't welcome, lie 
_said..TTie_siluaiion_was-(ooJnicnsc for_ 
him, so he left, he said. 

He put up his property to post a 
SIO.OOO bond so his daughter could 
be released from jail while site await- 
ed sentencing, he said 
• Allred did more hollering tlmn any- 
thing else when it came to disciplining 
his children, he said. He spanked his 
children and one time used hi-s belt on 
his daughter Margie^ Bingham: he 
said. Afterward a judge told him 
legally he had to use a tward instead, 
he said. He never did, ond he didn't 
like spanking his kids, he said. 

“1 was a strict father, -... but I 
wouldn't want to physically hurt one 
of mv kids,” Allred said.

Church finds 'World War H star 
banner remembering those in war

TWIN FALLS - "Hang a star in your window when 
your son goes to war" was the slogan in the days of 
WoridWarll. , 

Small red. white and blue banners, hanging in front 
room windows, identified families who had a loved 
one serving in the armed forces. A blue star on ific 
banner meant the service person was alive. A gold star 
meant he or she had died m.the service of the country. 

A similar, but larger, banner, now about 55 years 
old, has been located in a vault in the Twin Foils First 
Presbyterian Chureh. 

"We were cleaning out the vault and found this ban- 
ner that measures obout 6-by-4 feet," said church 
rhembet David Mead. “The ones people hung in win- 
dows during World War II were only about 8-by-12 
inches.” 

■The large banner was made by ladies in'the church. 
When examining the banner, now a treasure for the' 
local Presbyterians, church members counted 100 
. stars, one for each member of the church who went to - 
war. Most of the stars were placed in the shape of a 
cross. 

“But it looks like, as the number of loved ones who 
went to WOT increoKd, (hey had to sew on stara outside 
the cross, son of placing them at nmdom on the white 
ficld ofthc banncr."
